Specification 

6. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it recites phrases that are implied 
(see below). Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

7. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure.

Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact 
discs.) or

Claim Objections 

9. Claims 17-20 are objected to because of the following informalities: The numbers "10." 
and "11." should be deleted. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

10. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

11. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

A. In claim 1, "comprising... A(a)... and A(b)...or...B(a)" is indefinite. This 
limitation includes the following combinations: A(a) + A(b); A(a) + B(a); and B(a). It is the 
Examiner's position that not all of these combinations are intended by Applicant and the 
Examiner encourages Applicant to consider clearer terminology. 

B. The term "transparent" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the claim 
indefinite. The term "transparent" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide 
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a standard for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be 
reasonably apprised of the scope of the invention. The specification fails to provide a definition 
or criteria by which one of ordinary skill in the art would be able to determine what degree(s) of 
transparency is/are included/excluded from the claim. 

C. In claims 1 and 8, the repeated phrases "substantially consisting of and 
"substantially consists of are indefinite. The transitional phrase "consisting of is closed and 
admits of no elements other than those explicitly recited. 1 The adverb "substantially" implies 
that certain other elements may be permitted. Consequently, one of ordinary skill in the art 
would not be able to determine the metes and bounds of this claim 

Further, recitation of "consisting of in a claim also reciting "comprising" is 
contradictory and confusing as the exact scope of the claim is impossible to determine. 

D. In claims 4 and 5, one of ordinary skill in the art would not be able to determine 
whether the claimed layer structure applies to A(a) alone, A(b) alone, and/or A(a) + A(b). 

E. In claim 9, "the layer B(b)" lacks antecedent basis in the claims. Claim 7 does not 
recite a layer B(b). 

F. In claims 11, 19, and 20, "the transfer printing or thermoprinting process" lacks 
antecedent basis in the claims. 

G. In view of the foregoing, and because every dependent claim necessarily includes 
the subject mater of the claim(s) from which it depends, the metes and bounds of the subject 
matter claimed in this application is impossible to determine.
